Brought About Fulfilment of a 


Long Deferred Promise. 


Chicago, Oct. 29.—There was a most 


dramatic scene in the probate court yes- 
terday, when thv hearing of the con- 
test over the estate of Allen Gregory was 
in progress. Mrs. Lillie D. Gregory, a 
niece by marrit^e oi a dead cattle dealer.i 
testified that she performed the mar- 
riage ceremony which, it is alleged, 
bound Allen Gregory and Martha Clay- 
bourn as man, and wife. 


Allen Gregory, known as the "father 


of the stock yards," died Aug. 2 last, 
leaving an estate valued at $1,000,000. 
He was supposed to be without a wife 
or child, and letters of administration 
were issued to collateral heirs. 
Soon 


after this, however, Miss Martha Clay- 
bourn, or as she claims, Mr*. Allen 
Gregory, asked that she be declared the 
widow. It is alleged that Miss Clay- 
bourn entered the home of Mr. Gregory 
in 1892 as a member of the family. She 
was generally known as Miss Claybourn, 
although-it is asserted that Mr. Gregory 
on more than one occasion introduced 
her as his wife. 
Gregory was 73 years 


of age when he died, while the present 
claimant is about 62, and a member of 
one of the best known, families in Chi- 
cago. 
The witness said she had first met Miss 


Claybourn at her uncle's home, July 4, 
1S92. 
This was the date upon which 


Mrs. 
Gregory says she performed the 


marriage ceremony. Mrs. Gregory and 
her husband reside in Kansas City. 
"I 


i\as received kindly by my uncle," she 
said, "but indifferently by Miss Clay- 
bourn. 
The morning was passed pleas- 


antly, and luncheon time arrived. Here 
it was that my eyes were opened to 
the true state of affairs in that house- 
hold. 
Miss Claybourn ha-d persisted 


for some time in my accepting 50 cents 
for a supscription to a magazine I 
publish. 
Finally she reached her ha;nd 


with the money in it to me, but like a 
flash withdrew it and, clasping her hand 
to her head, gave vent to a heartrending 
easp and turned ghastly white. 
Noth- 


ing more was said until after luncheon, 
when uncle went up to the second floor. 
Then Miss Claybourn told me she was 
going away; 
that she could stand it 


no longer. 
In an instant the whole 


terrible truth was plain to me. I asked 
her why they did not get married, and 
she said my uncle had promised year 
after year to make her his wife; that 
she was now satisfied that he would 
never fulfil those promi&es, and that she 
had resolved to leave him forever." 


The witness broke down, but resumed: 


"I dctei mined that something must be 
done to right this terrible wrong. 
I 


went up stairs to my uncle and asked 
him if he would allow this faithful wom- 
an to go out into the v.-orld afone, aged 
and friendless; if he intended to break 
all the promises he had made to her and 
cast her adrift. 
I told him he had 


wrecked this innocent girl's 
life and 


blasted another woman's hopes, and 
that he must suffer for his cruel actions. 
He told me to stop; that he would do 
what was right. 
He left his chair and 


walked up and down. 
Suddenly he 


commenced to cry, and in the midst o£ 
this scene Miss Claybourn walked in. 
" 'Miss Claybourn,' said I to her, 'uncle 


Al will marry you. 
Can't you get a 


minister?' Miss Claybourn replied: 'He 
has been promising me for 40 years. 
I don't want promises.' " Miss Claybourn 
then told the witness that she had not 
been to church for many years and did 
not know where to find a minister. 
At 


this the witness suggested that she was 
a minister's daughter and could re- 
member the form of the service. 
Ac- 


cording to the witness, she then spoke 
the words necessary to bind man and 
wife together, and both her uncle and 
Miss Claybourn repeated them. Mrs. 
Gregory then said she pronounced them 
man and wife, saying: 
"What God has 


joined together, let no man put asunder." 


After the ceremony Mrs. Gregory tes- 


tified, Allen Gregory said that he felt 
batter, but that he did not want the cir- 
cumstances announced to the relatives, 
although the witness endeavored to gel 
him to do this.

Henry George Answers to a 


Higher Than Political Gall, 


HIS CAMPAIGN KILLED HIM 


Low Is Now Considered Stronger, 
Young 


Henry George's Name Substituted for 


His Father's. 
Croker Talks. 


New York, Oct. 29.—Henry George died 


at Union Square hotel at 5 o'clock this 
morning. After speaking at several dif- 
ferent campaign meetings last night, Mr. 
George returned to his hotel about 11 
o'clock. He ate a light supper and im- 
mediately retired. About 4 this morniDK 
he awoke and complained of Buffering 
severe pains. H« became unconscious' 
from which condition he did not again re- 
cover. Appolexy is given as the cause of 
his death. 


Henry George has been the striking 


figure of the campaign DOW in progress 
in Greater New York. After his nomina- 
tion for mayor by the Jeffersonian Demo- 
crats, he made an extremely active can- 
vass. He gave to the campaign its most 
sensationnl incidents. 
His attacks on 


Croker and Platt, whom he threatened 
to prosecute if elected mayor, were sensa- 
tional. 


Last night he spoke in Borough of 


Queens and later in Borough of Manhat- 
tan. Both were enthusiastic meetings, 
In one of these speeches he repeated his 
threats against Croker saying, "Let him 
go to the penitentiary. 
He shall g° 


there." 


Mrs. George accompanied her husband 


on most of bis campaign tours in the city 
and was with him last night. 


Newspaper men who were with him a1! 


along felt that he was undergoing a terri- 
ble strain and rapidly breaking down. At 
times last night he was incoherent. He 
has not been strong, in fact, for the past 
three years. 
Within the past few 


days 
friends 
have 
noted 
with 


apprehension a marked change in his ap- 
pearance and manner. His features be- 
came haggard, the wrinkles on his'face 
deepened and his eyes sunk in hollow 
caverns. His voice was pitched to a pip- 
ing treble, and he seemed like one whose 
nerves were so highly wrought that they 
might snap ai anv moment. 


Mr. George had a strikingly intelligent 


appearance. He was five feet five inches 
high, of slender build. His head was bald 
forehead high and his beard brown was 
fast becoming grey.

Henry George, noted political econo- 


mist and tax-reformer, was born in Phila- 
delphia, September 2,1839, of humble par- 
entage. His early advantages in school- 
ing were very limited, but in hia boyhood 
he gave evidence of the deep thoughttul- 
ness that characterized his whole life. 


He went to sea at an, early age, and, 


reaching California in 1853, remained 
there, becoming finally a journalist. In 
1879 he published "Progress and Poverty,'' 
which was issued in the following year in 
New York and London, and soon acquired 
a world-wide reputation. This book is 
"an inquiry into the cause of industrial 
depressions and of increase of want with 
increase of wealth," in which the pre- 
viously held doctrines as to the distribu- 
tion of wealth and the tendency of wages 
to a minimum are examined and recon- 
structed. In the fact that rent tends to 
increase not only with increase of poula- 
tion but with all improvements that in- 
crease productive power, Mr. George fliids 
the cause of the well-known tendency to 
the increase of land values, and to the de- 
crease of the proportion of the produce of 
wealth that goes to labor and capita', 
while in the speculative holding of iind 
thus engendered he traces the tendency 
to force wages to a minimum and the 
primary cause of paroxysms of industrial 
depression. The remedy for theue he de- 
clared to be the appropriation of rent by 
the community, thus making land vir- 
tually common property, while giving to 
the user secure possession and leaving to 
the producer the full advantage of his 
exertion and investment. 


In 1S80 Mr. George removed to New 


York. In 1881 he published "The Irish 
Land Question," and in the same year 
visited Ireland and Englaud. In 18S3-4 
he again, visited England and Scotland, 
at the invitation of the English land re- 
form union, making speeches on the land 
question, and in 18S4-'5 he made another 
trip at the invitation of the Scottish land 
restoration league, producing on both 
tours a marked effect. In 1886 he was the 
candidate of the United Labor party for 
mayor of New York, and received 68,110 
votes against 90,552 tor Abram S. Hewitt, 
the Democratic candidate, and 60,435 for 
Theodore Roosevelt, the Republican can- 
didate. Soon after this, Mr. 
George 


founded the "Standard," a,>weebly news- 
paper, which he cince baa edited. He'has 


also published "Social Problems1' (1884), 
and "Protection or Free-Trade" (1886). 
The latter IB a radical examination of the 
tariff question, in which connection is 
made between the controversy on that 
subject and the views as to land with 
which Mr. George had become identiBcd.

The monetary reform plan of the Mc- 


Kinley administration is oat, and the 
importance of the matter entitles it to 
the study and consideration of every 
citizen. Secretary Gage is the author of 
the new plan and for months he has 
counseled and studied over it. 


The key note of the secretary's scheme 


is the refunding of the present bonded 
debt of the country in gold bonds bear- 
ing 21 per cent interest. He believes that 
bonds which declare on their face that 
they arc payable, principal and interest, 
MI gold can easily be sold at that rate. As 
most of the present bonded debt bears 
interest at 4 and 5 per cent, the annual 
saving in interest by refunding would be 
about flT.000,000. 


This would more than pay the interest 


on the $2(10,000,000 additional 21 per cent 
gold bondi which would have to be issued 
to carry out the second feature of the sec- 
retary's j Ian, which i3 the retirement of 
all the oui standing greenbacks and Sher- 
man notes, so as to leave no notes what- 
ever outstanding which could be used to 
drain the treasury of gold. 


With the retirement ofthe Sherman 


notes the government would be lett with 
silver bullion in the treasury vaults, pur- 
chased under the Sherman law atacojtof 
$101,f 00.0<i3. This could either be sold at 
the market price or it could gradually be 
coined into silver dollars to the amount of 
5125,000,0(iO. 


To take the place of the currency which 


would be withdrawn from circulation by 
the retirement ofthe greenbacks and the 
treasury notes Secretary Gage will pro- 
pose a i<]an for increasing the national 
bank circulation much above its present 
limit. He will propose that the banks be 
allowed to issue notes up to the par value 


of the government bonds deposited by 
them. 


The secretary will also propose some- 


thing on the line of the so called Balti- 
more plan, by which banks will be al- 
lowed to issue additional circnlation( 
probably up to 25 per cent of their capital 
stock, ample provision being made for its 
security. 


In order to give increased circulation to 


the southern states and other localities^ 
in which the silver movement gained 
strength chiefly on the ground that more 
currency was needed for transacting busi- 
ness, the secretary will recommend that 
national banks be permitted to organize 
?ith j-25,dOO capital. It is believed such a 
.revision, couplsd with proper safeguards 
to protect circulation, would give to these 
communities a safe and somewhat elastic 
currency.

on Adulterations. 


CONCLUSIONS OF DEEP INTEREST 


The Milk of North Adams Was in All 


Cases. Found Above the Standard, 


the Only City in Western

The annual report of the state board of 


health on the inspection of food and drugs 
has been issued in pamphlet form. It is 
of especial interest as showing to what 
extent milk and other Kinds of t'ooc. are 
adulterated, particular attention being 
given to milk. The report will be of 
especial interest to this city as it shows 
North Adams milk to be very pure and 
because it is understood that steps will 
soon betaken, by the passing of a city 
ordinance, to prevent it sinking to a lower 
standard or becoming the vehicle of dis- 
ease. 


The analysis of milk shows the follow- 


ing percentages below standard in various

The denser the popu- 
lation and the greater the distance nec- 
essary to transport the milk, the more 
common the adulteration. The second 
reason is the condition of supply and de- 
mand, which are closely connected with 
and dependant upon the 
first. 
The 


board has extended to the four western 
counties its regular and continuous in- 
spection. 


Prof Charles A. Goessman makes a re- 


port on the milk in citiesand towns in the 
Western counties.

A Permanent Banner Swung 


to the Breeze on the 


Old Fort's Site. 


T, W, 
RICHMOND'S KINDNESS 


Mr. Richmond and His "Boys" Hauled 


the Flag to Its Proud Place When 


it Was Dark Enough to Hide 


Lanterns. 
A Mon- 


ument? 


Old Fort Massachusetts, or rather its 


site, has a flag floating over it perma 
neatly while the one donated by Mrs. 
Hiram B. Sibley of Rochester, N. Y., is 
folded away to be used on special occa- 
sions. 
feThe thoughtfulnes? of T. W. Richmond 
is responsible for the permanent flag on 
the new staff. The banner that is now 
taking the rough and the smooth of the 
weather on the flats is one-that has a his- 
tory. Not a history of wars that are long 
passed or in which men lost their liveb, 
but the history of recent battles in which 
ambitions were destroyed and achieved. 
The flag is an old campaign one and is not 
so very old either. 
It IB just stained 


enough to make it look better where it is 
placed than if it were a new one with the 
shop shine upon it, II is 25 feet in length 
ani waves very proudly. 


Tae flag got to the position it is now in 


one night recently, when it was dark 
enough on the flats to satisfy a scalping 
Indian, 
A number of Mr. Richmond'B 


"boys" went over to the old site and 
hauled up the flag. It was pitch dark 
when it was sent up the staff, and it was 
no easy matter to accomplish the feat. 
But the good wills of the young men were 
greater than any of the obstacles and the 
flag was hoisted, 


Mr. Richmond has taken much interest 


in the old fort and the eflorts of the Fort 
Massachusetts Historical society to prop- 
erly mark the spot. It is hia opinion that 
the place should be marked with some 
monument as well as a flag and the inter- 
esting Ferry elm. It has been suggested 
that a marker bearing an inscription 
which would be some important dates' 
and incidents, be erected between the flag 
staTand the elm for the benefit of those 
who will visit the spot. This marker 
may bj of wood, iron or stone. 


Inere was an opinion that the most ap- 


propriate marker would be a large boulder 
rolled down from the hillside to the north 
of the nite and placed between the elm 
and the flag. This would not be introduc- 
ing anything, foreign to the place and the 
boulder would give an impression of sta- 
bility that any other kind of material 
would not give. The stone could be se- 
lected with a side that was comparatively 
smooth and on tuat side any inscription 
thought proper could be made. It is pro- 
bable that most people will think that the 
Bite needs no more marking than it now 
has, but Mr. Richmond is prepared to co- 
operate with any one who would care to 
see the site have an inscribed monument 
of the boulder or any other kind if it i; 
the opinion that one would be an appro- 
priate and useful addition to the spot.
